Centralia, Pa., Oct. 1.—The rescuing 


party at the Continental uiiue of the I 
Lehigh Valley Coal company, which 
is trying to reach Thomas Toshesky. 
a miner who was entombed last Fri- 
day, this morning arrived at a point 
which showed that forty feet of solid 
coal and rock would save to be cut 
through to enable them to crawl in 
and release the imprisoned man. 


Toshesky is undergoing the terrific 


ordeal bravely in his isolated 
little 


prison one hundred feet below 
the 


surface- Frequently during the night 
he conversed with the rescuers, his 
remarks .being heard 
very 
clearly 


through the fifty feet, of tubing pene- 
trating the coal breast from the ad- 
joining chamber. 
Since a blanket 


was pushed througc the tube to him 
yesterday be feels more comfortable. 
He said water was dripping from the 
roof and that his prison was begin- 
ning to grow damp-while the atmos- 
phere was becoming heavy. 
Unless 


soon rescued he may perish for want 
of fresh air, mining experts say. Near- 
ly every time he talks Toshesky asks 
about his wife and four children. He 
begs the rescuers to tell his wife that 
she should worry as little as possible. 


A number of mine inspectors from 


various anthracite districts are as- 
sisting in the work of rescue. Officials 
of the company said today that Tosh-
